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AGAIN AT HAWT HORNE. 

Labor Day at Hawthorne was made the occa- 
sion of the gathering at the horse races of such 
portion of Chicago’s bone and sinew as cares 
for equine contests, and a big crowd of working- 
men cheered the winning animals, so that the 
ordinary humdrum of the course was changed 
to a scene of sentiment and enthusiasm. Par- 
ticularly was the steeplechase enjoyed by the 
visitors, among whom more private small bets 
were made than transactions with the book- 
makers. Yet in the betting ring there was a 
hurry and bustle that is unusual inasmuch as the 
pleasure seekers of a holiday have much more 
trouble in getting down their money than the 
regular patrons of racing. The like energy to that 
which daily shoves the plane, swings the adze or 
holds the chisel, was now displayed in forcing a 
passage toward the best odds to be obtained, as 
also in the feverish search for the best informa- 
tion, but the struggling mass emitted sounds of 
nothing save good nature, and an elbow in the 
ribs or a heavy heel on a great toe elicited no 
sign of anger. When the wage worker is out to 
himself he pays no attention to inconven- 
ience, and yesterday, after buying his small 
bookmakers’ ticket, he rested complacently in 
the grand stand, where sat his wife and children 
patiently waiting for a recurrence of the event, 
which, little understood, had been provocative 
of endless tattle. 

The day was on the steaming order. The heavy 
rain of the night previous had soaked every- 
thing and the low lying clouds, now and again 
through the rifts, allowed the fierce sun to lap 
up the drops of water, which dissolved, filled 
the air with a humidity that, transferred to 
man or beast caused a feeling known to the be- 
ing who has spilled a pot of mucilage over him- 
self. 

The racing card looked well, but when the 
horsemen noted the bad condition of the track 
many of them scratched their entries. Eugenia 
Wickes and Madrilene, not being partial to 
heavy going, caused their absence from the sec- 
ond race (six furlongs for 3-j ear-olds and up- 
ward), and as owners of other animals engaged 
scratched out because of the presence of Abuse, 
the race was declared off. 

Capt. J. H. Rees filled the office of presiding 
judge and was assisted by Secretary Harry 
Kuhl. W. J. Bruen worked the Maxwell start- 
ing machine. 

In the first race Fervor fairly reveled in the 
deep mud, taking the lead at the quarter and 
winning all the way from Greyhurst, always 
second. Discipline and Charabelle had a hot 
fight for third until the last eighth, the former 
then going on and winning third money handily 
from Friskal, who made up a. good deal of 
ground in the last three-eighths. Serena was 
beaten an eighth. 

The substitution of a thr^e-fourths dash for 
selling platers in place of the race declared off 
produced an event where Ed Corrigan’s Joe 
Ullman was a strong favorite, he opening at 8 
to 5 and quickly receding to 3 to 5, finally went 
to the post at 4 to 5, an extremely short price 
in the face of the fact that no horse carrying 
^nrreen and white sash” has this season put any 
Jgfoney in his owner’s pocket through a win at 
Chicago. Thorpe was up for the first time in 
several days and it is piesumed that his hand is 
entirely healed from the crush of the bicycle 
accident. Neutral fell at the post, breaking the 
barrier and causing a slight delay and paying 
for it by being practically left at the post. Joe 
Ullman was off second to Vice Regal, but at 
every stride falling away, was soon out of the 
race and finished sixth away back. Vice Regal 
was not headed and won with plenty left from 
La Salle who, with him, ran right off from the 
others, the pair leading Joe Mancini, third, into 



[ the stretch by ten lengths. C. H. Whelan ran 
| close to Joe Mancini at the finish, the others 
beaten off. 

The Ontario Handicap, worth $1,025 to the 
winner, $2C0 to second and $100 to third, was a 
turf fixture open to three-year-olds only, the 
distance one mile. Secretary Kuhl believes in 
starting his scale of weight, “way up yonder,” 
and so John Bright was allotted 125 pounds, 
Don Quixote 115, such assignments being a wel- 
come change from the policy so prevalent on 
western race tracks, whereby the top weight in 
handicaps ‘ carries a snow bird.” By the time 
this race was run the sky had cleared and the 
sun having sunk below the grand stand, the big 
assemblage experienced relief, and cool 
breezes helped the general feeling of content- 
ment. Don Quixote opened at 6 to 5, while 
24 to 1 appeared against John Bright, Sardonic 
being reckoned at 4, Pinochle at 44 and St. Al- 
fonsos D at 8 to 1. There was good betting, as 
the public is always willing to “play around 
the favorite” when the track is ten seconds slow 
and of the consistency of putty. Finally Don 
Quixote jumped clear up .to 16 to 5, while the 
installation of John Bright as favorite at 2 to 1 
was a high compliment to the handicapper, as 
also an expression of the public opinion that 
the last race of this high class horse must be 
“thrown out.” Marcus Cartwright, however, 
stuck to the idea that the 125 pounds would 
anchor the favorite and profited largely, he 
having up 11 to 5, 7 to 10 and 3 to 10 at the close. 
Pinochle showed the way around the first turn. 
To the half mile ground he led, St. Alfonses D. 
second, Don Quixote third; the favorite last. 
Here the horses were so close together that 
John Bright was only four lengths behind the 
leader. Soon those ahead of him were outrun 
by Don Quixote, so that oi^the turn he bade 
fair to make a “spread eagle” of it, but from 
fourth position J. Woods now sent up Sardonic, 
which latter gave Don Quixote a game fight 
clear in to the wire but was beaten at the finish 
by an open length. At the last sixteenth it 
looked possible for Corrigan’s filly to win, but 
Thorpe prodded the contender with great 
ability and Don Quixote drew away. St. 
Alfonses D. third, was beaten off and John 
Bright yet farther behind, only headed 
Pinochle. 

The fourth race conclusively showed who 
bought Jinks from W. H. May & Son, this filly 
being entered in the name of P. Dunne and run- 
ning in that owner’s colors. Also was proved 
the absurdity of the story that Espionage was 
nearly starved to death at St. Louis. Jinks and 
Espionage, off in front, raced together until 
well within the home stretch, where Jinks drew 
aw T ay slightly. She occupied the outside posi- 
tion, but was in the heaviest going, with 
Espionage close on the inside rail, when, at the 
last eighth post, a swerve took her in, but it 
could not be seen that she touched Espionage. 
The pair raced home, but as Jinks stopped 
badly Ezell's filly was gaining on her, when, up 
frem third place, which he had occupied all the 
way, there came Sea Lion, who, finishing 
strongly, was easily first past the post, Jinks 
just necking out Espionage. Jinks was disquali- 
fied and third money fell to Our Nellie, who ran 
a fair fourth. The Grinder was left at the post. 
Old Fox, who got off badly, ran a good race. 
Doremus was strongly backed. Florence Hill, 
who started in this race, was entered by Martin 
Brenock, Jr., who, it is understood, trains for 
John Brenock. Judge Rees said that Jinks was 
disqualified for impeding Espionage when 
within a few jumps of the wire. No claim of 
foul was lodged, but when the jockeys were 
called to the stand their testimony induced the 
decision. 

The steeplechase over the short course pro- 



duced a stirring of the stagnant blood of the 
old followers of racing such has not been felt in 
years. How could it be different when nearly 
every one of the eight thousand spectators of 
the race were on their feet yelling like mad 
when five horses flew the last obstacle almost 
abreast, and landing on the flat with a straight 
quarter to run, were whipped and spurred to 
the full extent. All of the starters except Miss 
Dunn were in the final scramble. She had been 
left at the post for being a bad actor. She got 
over the course sooner or later, but hung so 
much when rising at the fences that her chance 
would have been as nothing. Michael G. had 
been kicked by La Colina at the post, but no 
damage was done, and a long delay 
resulted from the bad actions of Troil. 
A recall flag was used for the steeple- 
chase, but not for the flat races. 
La Colina was in the air over the first jump, 
just as Nobilis left the ground, and the latter 
led over the second jump, Michael G. second. 
Nobilis ran in front up the back field and over 
the fence at the head of the home stretch, but 
at the water jump Troil took command, and 
as the horses ran to the turn past the judges’ 
stand all were strung out Indian file, with about 
two lengths of daylight between each. Nearer 
and nearer came the rear guard to the leaders, 
until at the far turn they dovetailed together 
as one closes up a lady’s fan. None of the five 
had been fully extended, so now the pace be- 
came accelerated and the cheering multitude 
sent up the names of all the horses, as every 
man with a bet down could see himself getting 
his ticket cashed. The squadron sailed in com- 
pany for an eighth of a mile, where J. Burns 
drew away with Michael G. He had hard work 
to place his horse the first part of the road and 
at the water jump almost made him bolt, but 
now the reserve power came in play and Mich- 
ael G. won handily by two open lengths. La 
Colina was clear of the bunch in second posi- 
tion, but the other three were lapped on No- 
bilis, securing third money. 

When the bugle blew for the last race it 
seemed as if more people congested all the 
passages than has before been known in the 
history of Hawthorne. Charina acted badly 
and was left standing at the post as was Tonto. 
Organ Pilot raced away and with Del Paso II. 
opened a big gap, they being still far ahead of 
the others at the middle of the upper turn 
Here they tired and Del Paso II. weakening the 
more quickly. Swordsman always third, took 
second place. Organ Pilot and he had a hard 
tussle to the final eighth, then Swordsman 
seemed to be winning when up came J. Reiff on 
Can’t Dance. He had been watching Morte 
Fonse and moved up with him, but close in 
Galen Brown’s horse was running strongly, 
while the others were stopping, and untouched 
he landed the money from Swordsman, Martin 
K. getting third money away from the favorite. 
Organ Pilot fell away to nothing. 

The “cut in” at Hawthorne is for one day 
only. There were twenty regular and three 
field bookmakers doing business. 

The losers were consoled with music furnished 
by a small but select band of artists. 

Tom Hums was a new comer. 

A DECISION FOR POOL ROOMS. 

For some time it has been thought the pool 
room problem had been settled so far at St. 
Louis or rather the state of Missouri, was 
concerned, but it seems the impression was 
erroneous. The revival originated at Kansas 
City the method of bringing it about being 
thus described in a St. Louis paper of Satur- 
day : “L. M. Bliler, of Kansas City, seems to

PROMISES FOR ST. LOUIS. 

It will be good news to horsemen generally, 
and especially to those who have entered 
youngsters in the St. Louis Derby of 1899, to 
know that the Fair Association will almost cer- 
tainly increase the added money to that stake 
from the $3,500 originally advertised to $5,000. 
This despite the fact that entries to the event 
are closed and that the nominators have paid 
their fees with the expectation that the $3,500 
was all the added money they need look for. 
The reason for this is the great success which 
attended this year’s racing. When the 
conditions for next year’s Derby were 
framed, the racing outlook was extremely 
dark. Since then it has improved, The 
State Legislature disposed of a good deal 
of uncertainty by making the breeders’ bill a 
law, and there is little danger of any further 
racing legislation. If next year’s meeting prom- 
ises well the Club Members’ Handicap may also 
be enriched. It is the desire of the association, 
as well as of every lover of racing in St. Louis, 
to see this stake made a genuine classic, as the 
Wheeler Handicap is in Chicago, and the Brook- 
lyn Handicap in the east. It is a race 
which already has considerable brilliant 
history, which will be added to as the 
years roll by Two other improvements 
will also be considered by the stewards 
ere the next meeting opens. One is to name 
a minimum amount to be added to guaranteed 
stakes, the other is to split the meeting, giving 
forty-five days in the spring and forty-five days 
in the fall. This will leave the track idle in 
midsummer, when many of its best supporters 
are away on vacations, and it will also serve to 
avoid a clash with Washington Park. A couple 
of the minor stakes, which have not proven 
popular with horsemen, are also likely to be 
abolished, and the money thus saved added to 
purses in overnight handicaps. Not a single 
one of the innovations in contemplation can 
fail to prove popular.— Globe Democrat. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Syndicate betting prevails at Newport, very 
much to the disgust of those who hoped for 
something better, but the matter is let down 
easy by a Cincinnati newspaper of Sunday in 
the following palliating terms: 

“No one could reasonably find fault with the 
manner in which the public were treated yester- 
day in so far as the betting was concerned. It 
was of the syndicate type, to be sure, but it was 
the most liberal syndicate betting that has ever 
been known on any of the local tracks or else- 
where for that matter. There was not a book 
made on any one of the six events that made up 
the afternoon’s program.” 

“The eight pencilers that operated under the 
general supervision of Edward Austin quoted 
odds that were as generous and as fair in every 
respect as would have been offered had the 
books been independent, as a glance at the form 
sheet will show. If the treatment accorded the 
public yesterday is a sample of what is to be ex- 
pected throughout the meeting, there will be no 
cause for complaint on the score of the betting. 
What race-goers want is liberality in the prices 
against the horses, and that was accorded those 
who visited the Newport track yesterday.” 

Manager J. Hull Davidson has definitely de- 
cided to hold a fall meeting at the Kentucky 
Association grounds and authorizes the an- 
nouncement that there will be a ten days’ meet- 
ing, beginning September 19 and extending to 
the beginning of the Latonia meeting, October 
1. Mr. Davidson went to New York yesterday, 
but will be back next week and at once make up 
the program for the meeting.— The Thorough- 
breu Record.

have solved the problem of how to run a pool 
room without being bothered by the law. 

“His place of business was raided Tuesday. 
He and four employes were placed under ar- 
rest. Judge Henry of the Kansas City Circuit 
Court released him Friday on writ of habeas 
corpus, saying that betting on horse races is 
not gambling in the meaning of the law. Tbia 
lets down the bars. There will be half a dozen 
rooms in operation in Kansas City Monday. 

“Bliler has been running what is known as 
the Independence Club at Ninth and Main 
streets, Kansas City. It is incorporated under 
the State law and purports to permit no man to 
bet on the races at its place unless he is a mem- 
ber, holds a card as such, and has paid his 
annual dues of $10. This protects, it is claimed, 
from license taxation by the city. Bliler was 
arrested a year ago for running a poolroom, 
was fined in police court, and appealed to the 
Criminal Court. He held, as he does now, that 
horse racing is not a gambling device, and (hat 
the Supreme Court has held so. This case has 
not come up for trial yet. 

“When he was arrested Tuesday evening on 
the same charge, Bliler determined to expedite 
matters. He employed Thomas Morrow, of the 
firm of Lathrop, Morrow, Fox and Moore, as 
his attorney, refused to give bond and applied 
to Judge Henry, of the Circuit Court, for re- 
lease on a writ of habeas corpus on his old plea 
that horse racing and betting on horse racing 
are not gambling, and that the Supreme Court 
has decided that they are not, and that he was 
under arrest for something that was no offense 
to the law. 

“The argument was brief. Judge Henry’s 
decision was briefer. 

“ ‘I think I will discharge him,’ he said, and 
he did.” 

[Under this decision St. Louis pool rooms are 
preparing to re-open under the Kansas City 
plan, as “clubs,” and a new pool room war is 
predicted.]
